At the conclusion of Mr. j 
Fiske's talk lantern slides were shown 
which illustrated the Griniicll Sprinkler 
System very thoroughly.

filled with compressed air, which holds 
the waicr back. When the sprinkler 
head goes off. the air rushes out and 
allows the water to flow. This takes 
almut one-half minute. The pipes arc 
tilled with compressed air usually- once 
a week The pressure very seldom falls 
much in a week.

ailf. ’ Hollow flexible tulws reach out in 
four directions from the tractor On the 
end of cacli is a set of revolving brushes 
encased in a small metal frame, with an 
opening about the size of a man's double 
fists, and sufficiently large to take a IxjII 
oi cotton. The brushes are driven by an 
electric motor through a flexible drive 
shaft and revolve inwardly, 
each other. This creates a comb-like 
movement which pulls the cntion from the 
plant the moment it conies in contact with 
the brushes. 1 1 is then sucked up the hol- 
low mlie and deposited in a receptacle 
carried on the tractor. Tests have in- 
dicated that the new electric cotton picker _ 
makes it possible for a person to gather' 
from 400 to 700 pounds of cotton a day 
compared with 70 to 150 by hand.
